INTRODUCTION 

Claims 1-28 are pending in the application. Claims 1-28 have been rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §101 and 1 12 (first paragraph) for lack of utility, and claims 12-1 8 have been rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph, for alleged ambiguity in limitations applied to a 
variable n. Claims 9 and 12-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as anticipated by the 
Fujimoto article *Tarallel and Distributed Simulation*' C'l^j^^aoto" herein), while claims 1-8, 10- 
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1 1, 20-21, and 25-28 were rejected xinder 35 U.S,C. §103(a) as obvious over the combiaation of 
Fujimoto with a "DMSO Facility reference" and a "DMSO HLA page." Claims 22-24 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C, §103(a) as obvious over the combmation of Fujimoto, the DMSO 
Facility reference, the DMSO HLA page, and certain concepts asserted by "official notice." In 
this Response, Applicants amend certain claiins, discuss certain art, and traverse some of these 
rejections.
